method of reducing trial costs by assisting the county
attorney or_the defendant in determining the validity
of the criminal offense charged. The pilot project
shall be conducted pursuant to a contract with an lowa
business that has experience using brain
fingerprinting technology in actual criminal cases.
The contract shall contain a provision under which the
business agrees to forgo reimbursement of its expenses
regarding the pilot project up to $108,000, unless the
division determines that, as a result of conducting
the pilot project, the state of lowa realizes a
savings of at least $108,000. The division, in
consultation with the contracting business, shall file
a report regarding the results of the pilot project
with the cochairpersons and ranking members of the
